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GERMANY, ITALY 
AND JAPAN SIGN 
MILITARY PACT 


P led ge Each Other 
Aid Should U.S. 
Enter War 


Berlin, Sept. 27 
(A P ) 
— 
Germany, 
Italy 
and 
.Japan 
proclaimed to the world In­ 
lay a new political, economic 
m d military treaty guaran­ 
teeing each other assistance 
in the event any other nation 
— undoubtedly referring to 
the United States — enters 
the European war. 


T ile treaty was signed 
a t 
the 
chancellery in the presence of F u e h ­ 
rer H itler. 


T ile 
pact recognized 
the dom ­ 
inance of G erm any and Italy in the 
establishm ent of a new order in 
Europe. 
Jap a n was given recognition as 
the leader in the establishm ent of a 
new order in “the realm of greater 
Asia.” 
To neu tral observers th e 
m ost 
obvious effect of th e tre a ty was to 
insure th a t should th e U nited S ta te s 
e n ter the w ar she would be im ­ 
m ediately engaged in th e Pacific — 
u nd er the term s of th e m utual a s ­ 
sistance clause — w ith a fleet so 
big th a t she would be unable to 
com e to B ritain ’s aid in th e A tlantic 
o r M editerranean. 
(T he Japanese 
navy is tile world’s th ird largest, 
alm ost equal to th e G erm an and 
Ita lia n combined.) 
If th e U nited S ta te s w ants to mix 
in th e present w ar she m ust fight on 
two fronts and be prepared to join 
b attle against 250,000,000 T eutons, 
L atins and Japanese — this, in e f­ 
fect, was the m eaning of th e th re e - 
pow’er pact. 
Warning to America 
W hile no p articu lar n atio n was 
m entioned, it was clear to th e whole 
audience a t th e p alatial chancellery 
for the signing cerem ony th a t th e 
p act was intended as a w arning to 
America. T he audience consisted of 
som e 200 new spaperm en as well as 
representatives of th e G erm an gov­ 
e rn m en t and the Ita lia n and J a p a ­ 
nese embassies. 
T h e scene of th e pact signing was 
one already fam iliar to foreign co r­ 
respondents — the big gilded “h a ll 
of am bassadors” In th e new c h a n ­ 
cellery. . 
At the farth e r end of the hall, 
next to the door to offices of the 
cabinet and F u eh rer H itler stood 
a long table w ith m icrophones and 
th ree leather arm ch airs — th e cen ­ 
ter one for G erm an Foreign M inis­ 
ter Von R ibbenthrop. the one to his 
rig h t tor Italian Foreign M inister 
C iano and the one to his left for 
.Saburo K urusus. Japanese am b assa­ 
dor to G erm any. 
T he past, effective Im m ediately, 
h as six articles.

“Any nation which intends to m ix 
in the Joint affairs of the contractors 
(of Hie new agreem ent will have to 
m eet tile com pact power of Hie three 
nations of 250.000,000 people.” 
Von R ibbentrop described the pact 
as an “alliance of the th ree m ost 
pow erful powers in the world." 
He suid it was directed ag ain st 
"those w arm ongers in the world who 
a re Intending to continue and to 
spread this war." 
T he G erm an foreign m inister said 
specifically of Soviet R ussiu: 
"T he three powers have established 
th a t neither the existing relations 
w ith Russia nor the relations w ith 
R ussia which are to be established 
a rr to be touched in any way."

Gettysburg Policeman Wounded in Knee and 
Beaten Over Head by Assailants Sought 
for Questioning; Three Carlisle Street 
Business Places Entered 


Pair, Traveling in 1940 Model Auto, Object of 
Widespread Search; One Thutf Shot; Rob­ 
beries Also Reported in Chambersburg,

Badly beaten by two men he sought lo question 
in Race Horse alley, just east of Carlisle street, about 
3 o’clock this morning, Borough Officer Charles W. 
Culp, .Jr., 19, lies in the Warner hospital today in a 
serious condition from a compound fracture of the 
skull, cerebral concussion, a bullet wound through 
the left knee and an injury to the left hand.

has succeeded in satirizin g a p a rt of a lost generation, 
an d a t the sam e tim e she h as kept tile reader's sym ­ 
pathy for the people un d er treatm en t. 
T hese people are th e Lees, an d they live in th e 
“House of Lee," one of those aw ful, scrofulous houses 
th a t stand in so m any cities as m onum ents to th e 
wave of bad taste th a t followed th e W ar B etw een th e 
States. 
Tile Lees are th ree — Mrs. Edington, who is 
GO an d looks 40 a g rande dam e who h as broadened 
her interest to include a certain S an Francisco club; 
Mrs. Lee, her daughter, who is the fluffy, fem inine one 
though not w ithout shrew dness; Lucy, W’ho is th e 
m odern girl given to .shouting her thoughts o u t loud 
in Junior League m eeting o r out.

A Retrospect of a Life spent during the last seventy 
years of the Nineteenth Century

ON FIELD OF RATTLE 
W hile moi ap down the Potom ac river (w ith th e C hristian Com m is­ 
sion* I m ade th e acquaintance of Rev. G eorge B ringhurst, an Episcopal 
clergym an of P hiladelphia, whom I found to lie of a social an d genial 
disposition. 
He w as pleasant in conversation, en th u siastic in spirit, and 
full of w it and hum or. 
We becam e afterw ard as well acquainted as it 
was possible under th e circum stances. 
As tile boat entered A quia Creek a very heavy ra in was falling and 
continued late into th e night. 
B ut it did n o t p rev en t our landing. 
As 
soon as the w harf w as reached, everybody, soldiers, nurses, C hristian 
Comm ission m en an d m ilitary officers were required to disem bark. 
O ur 
com pany w as again m arshalled on deck in double file, th e gum blankets 
spread over our shoulders. 
W hen th e com m and was given we filed down 
th e gangw ay and w ent ashore. 
It was am using to see our well dressed 
b reth ren in their clerical h ab its m aking th e first step in to arm y life. T he 
blanket which w as very large protected tile body from rain, but as no 
um brellas were to be seen, th e silk liats had to receive the to rren t oi 
rain th a t poured dow n on them . 
Some of th e m en could take it as a 
joke, but several were evidently annoyed a t th e sorry plight in w hich they 
found them selves. 
N ear Lo th e landing on a little knoll stood a large ten t, the H ead­ 
q u arters of the Com m ission. To th a t te n t we w ere all m arched and w hen 
we arrived, found it piled full of boxes containing th e supplies th a t were 
to be distributed. 
Its capacity was not sufficient to accom m odate the 
large crowd th a t was now on the ground, for m any o th ers had preceded 
us. Every m an had to slilft for him self. 
Care far Wounded 
It was now getting dark and a fte r supper, w hich consisted of coffee 
an d “h ard tack,” th e organization for work bogan. 
We m et here the 
first tide of th e wounded th a t flowed in from the b attle of th e W ilderness. 
They had been brought over from Fredericksburg In am bulances to be 
forew arded to W ashington. 
O ur business w as to give them food an d 
drink till they could bt- tak en on th e tran sp o rts. 
I t was a distressing 
scene. 
T he hills around w ere crow ded w ith te n ts an d hundreds were 
lying on the ground w ithout shelter. 
T he ra in was pouring down co n ­ 
tinually and th e red clay of those V irginia hills changed the whole cam p 
in to a m udhole. 
In th e ravines, the run n in g w ater brought down tills 
m ud in such q uantities th a t the roadw ays were in some places two feet deep. 
O ver these ravines and slippery places we w ere sent w ith large buckets 
of coffee and haversacks filled w ith “h ard ta c k ” to find th e m en th a t 
were hungry an d then do an y th in g we could to m ake th eir condition 
m ore com fortable. 
It happened th a t I was joined w ith a tall Scotch P resbyterian m in ­ 
ister, who cam e o ut in his clerical garb. 
W e sta rte d in the d ark w ith a 
large bucket of hot coffee betw een us, th e haversacks slung to the side 
over our shoulders. 
As we trudged down th e m uddy road, his frequent 
expressions of surprise and horror, delivered in a q u ain t Scotch accent, 
was a m atter of am usem ent to me, am id th e great sadness of the situ a ­ 
tion. 
We cam e to a ravine where a deep m ud hole extended for tw enty ! 
feet. T here w as no altern ativ e bu t to wade th ro u g h it. At first he peered 
around in th e d a rk in hope of finding a crossing b u t realized a t last : 
th a t there was no altern ativ e but to wade through. T h e first step brought 
th e m ud up to our knees, th e second still deeper and so on till our bucket 
of coffee had to be held up high to save it. 
In the m idst of it all I laid 
to laugh a t his m isfortune w hen I saw th e long tails of his coat 
dragging behind on th e surface and Ins legs stretch e d out to avoid th e 
mud. 
Safe on th e o th e r side, we separated. 
S ettin g down the bucket, j 
we took the coffee in large tin cups for distribution. 
All th is tim e it 
was raining heavily. 
First Night in Camp 
W hen our supplies were exhausted we retu rn ed to tile ten t. 
T here 
we found others w ho had been a t th e sam e work, all of us soakd by the 
rain and covered w ith mud. 
W here to find a place to sleep every m an 
settled for him self. 
T here were no accom m odations. 
I sat on a bale of 
blankets and slept soundly. 
My friend B ringhurst appropriated a h alf- j 
filled store box Into w hich he stowed him self and rested well except for i 
th e fact th a t each tim e 
he had to 
tu rn he had to get out of his J 
box. 
Tile next day he told m e th a t during th e night, a prom inent 
D D . w ho was w earing hts silk h at, w as seen in th e dim light looking 
over it and tu rn in g it round carefully to see if it liad sustained any 
dam age. 
W hen th e morning cam e we all crept o u t of our sleeping places 
and sought for basins to w ash our faces, and get ready for th e b reak ­ 
fast prepared for us. 
No light bread was to be seen anyw here and th e 
inevitable “h ard ta ck ” w ith coffee constituted our principal fare. 
At 
an early hour th e w ounded w ere gotten aboard th e steam er and we 
were ordered to m arch on foot to Fredericksburg ten or twelve m iles 
d istan t. 
In th is m arch there was no order. 
Iii ch m an chose his own 
com pany an d toiled along as best he could up and down those rough 
hills. 
M r. B ringhurst and m yself kept. In com pany on th e way an d his 
genial m anner and in terestin g conversation helped to m ake th e trip 
pleasant 
It was nearin g sunset w hen we reached th e bluff on the 
n o rth side of the R appahannock river. 
T he rain had freshened the 
e arth , the sky w as clear and I never gazed on a m ore beautiful lan d ­ 
scape th a n th a t spread out before us. 
From th e high elevation we had 
a view of the city and the hills beyond. 
On th e o th er side the beautiful 
valley spread o ut before us covered w ith th e vendue of spring a n d for 
miles to the east, the bright surface of the river could be traced tor 
miles in Us course to th e sea. 
T he whole scene bro u g h t to m ind the 
beautiful lines of Mrs. Slgorcny in her "In d ian N am es.” 


“W here R appahannock gently sleeps, 
O n green V irginia's breust.” 


T he city presented a strange appearance. 
We could see th e m arks 
of B urnsides C annonade th e year before. 
All the houses of fram e along 
the river fro n t were pierced w ith balls. 
T hose of brick showed signs 
of wreckage.

Mr. Eldridge explained that the 
man who inspects and permits an 
automobile to travel on the high­ 
way is Just as responsible for an 
accident as the driver. "If, for in­ 
stance." stated Mr. Eldridge “a ve­ 
hicle with defective brakes strikes 
and kills a person, the inspector is 
as responsible for that death, as if 
he actually hit the person with a 
hammer.” 
He further pointed out 
that those in attendance are en­ 
trusted by the commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania 
to determine 
what 
cars shall appear on the 
public 
highway. 
Proper 
methods 
of 
inspecting 
vehicles were outlined, insofar as 
brakes, lights, steering, safety glass, 
etc., and prior to the close of the

which period questions pertaining 
to inspections were asked, and offi­ 
cial and authentic answers given. 
Sergeant A. S. Studier, of the

the officers assigned to the Job of 
supervising and inspecting Official 
stations are Just as anxious as any­ 
one to have honest and efficient in­ 
spections.
